livery at the close of the year ;— this created a 
want of confidence in prices, and although the 
demand for Austndinn w as fully equal to lite 
supply, which' came forward ill smaB quan- 
tities, prices gradually declined from thatlimeto 
the end ef November, when rhcy were ful y Gs, 
to 7s. tier owt, below those at the close of 
June. Owing to adverse winds the Russian 
vessels kept ottt_ ranch later than usual, and as 
the stack of foreign taBosv was greatly reduced, 
and English, melted continued scarce, there 
was an increased demand in the early part of 
this month, and priees advanced considerably, 
but subsequently a reduction lias been auo- 
mitted to, leaving tho present raletros, to 
I».

Decomber. 

The early arrivals ,'UiLs yesr consisted prin- 
cipally of beef tallow, hut there has been a 
fur proportion of mutton callow in the ship- 
ments received during 'tbo last tlitce Months, 
which in most cases met -with a ready and 
brisk demand at good priees, owing to the 
searelty mid high, prices of Englitfi^incllcd 
tallow. 

In the quality of the tltipmenta received thit 
year wo have to- notice great irregularity. 
Several parcels of beef tallow hive turned 
out so weak and gTeuay, nt so dork io 
colour, that- lliey huvo brought compara- 
tively low. prices ; and in many instances 
the hfution Tallow has not only been soft in 
body, but tainted in smell, which has militated 
very much against the sale of it. It ia im- 
passible to giro too smalt attention ta tha 
colour and purity ; and unless these points are 
attended lo, the shippera will find themselves 
dimppainted in the result, When Tallow is ef 
good pale colour and firm in body, . it com- 
mand* the competition of all classes uf buyers, 
but when it is weak and greasy in body, or de- 
fective in colour, tlie chandlers cannot use it ;' 
consequently, it is loft to the com 
soap makers alone, and hence tho pent ■ 
fcronce in price.

parties to justice,' Wo regret tlist thn coroner 
did not permit evidence to ho adduced 
against llourkc, one of the neeused, who was 
evidently a principal, ioosmueh us ho ltw-as 
who hired tho assassins to commit tho 
deed, and we learn that since his eukirgemont 
he Hed tlio country. Wo ate unable, from 
press of matter, to give tha innuest, which we 
baioof considerable length. On Iho lOtll De- 
cember, Thomas Gannon and Patrick Gannon, 
both of Cregganbnwn. about five miles fcain 
Louisburgh, were disputing about liuid; Pa- 
trick Gannon, who is nephow tu Thomas 
Gannon, was turned out of thn house ; he 
then secreted himself in the neighbourhood 
until ho saw Iho uncle pass; he then flew at 
die ill-fated man. gave him a blow of a ' ley 
which broke his skull ; he died in a few houra 
after.

GEOLOGY OF TOIUIES ETTtAtT. 
fiVem fie rVauitcni ^Giean'ae.J 
\Ve have been favoured whh tho following 
interesting rcniorka en the Geology of Torres 
rjtrnit, from the pen of Mr. Jukes, tlic Natu- 
ralist, who accompanied the Surveying £ape- 
iilt ten coinmnndea by Captain JJlackwood, nnd 
oe the subject is intitnntciyeoaaceted with iho 
hyjnigrnphy of that remarkable locality, we 
ghidly give these rc mocks a place in our pages- 
There are two geological features of e-oine 
importance to the hydrography of Torres Strait 
and its neighbourhood. 

The first is tint the reel:!; which form the 
high land of tho north-east coast of Australia, 
stretch also across Torres Strait in a narrow 
band, Tunning nearly north op to the 
shores of Nnw Guinea. Along this bond 
there rise ateep and rycky islands, of piorisely 
tho same Ecological features as the hills of the 
main load to tho southward.! This . narrow 
baud forms a western boundoryto tho Great 
linrrier coral reefs just as much as docs the dry 
land to the southward, since no," independent 
coral roofs" obtrude upon it, and the only 
coml-farmcd masses to bo found in it arc small 
" fringing reefs" adhering to tlio shores of the 
islands. , ... . t-L.a .. ., 

From the knowledge . of thia fact two ques- 
tions arise: Am tip seeis seen by the Ker- 
rTiUzcea and Chesterfield to' the north-west of 
this bond true coral roofs, or are they icaily 
shoals of sand, mud, or other materials i Of 
what are the blends called Duncan's Arebi- 
pclnga composed > If these latter arc noleonil 
lelandj, and I believe they are not, it is pro- 
bable that deep water channels (S or 10 
fathoms) may be found between or around 
ihein, unless those channels should bs blocked 
up by thn moro than usual extension of tlio 
"fringing roe&." 

The second feature ia the sudden onding of 
tho cornl reefs of the Groat Barrier to the 
northward, and their reluctance to approach 
that part of tho coast of Mew Guinea, com- 
posed of alluvial materials, and traversed by 
fresh water channels, Thia is a well known 
character of coral rears, which results from tho 
incapacity of the. polypi to live in sea water 
ohargod with mud, or at oil mingled with 
fresh water, Tlio norest pateb. of coral to 
this coasts tha fringing reef of Caedha or 
ilrainble K*y. is composed chioSyof a dirfeicnt 
species of coral from that feruling the er e v. 
reefs to the southward. « . . . . , . 

iVow, 1 if the reefs seen by tho Ilormuzeen 
and Chesterfield are really coral reefs, (and 
the extension of the Warrior Island reef ren- 
ders this probable,) n hydiograpliical deduc- 
tion may be drawn from these facts : — namely 
that none Of the drabugo of this port of Guinea 
disembogues on tho coast noar Tutbot Island, 
but is all thrown futo the sea to the northward 
of JJniapiou Point. 

This is also rendered prohahlc by the other 
fact of the rocks forming tlio north and south 
ranges of the Australian coast BUetclling across 
Torres Strait, towards thin part of Sew Guinea, 
since if this great rib of rocks no longer rises in- 
to hills in thnt country, it will rjt least tend to 
do so for soma distance before its effect on tho 
surface of the ground is utterly lost, and pro- 
bably form land abova the average level of tho 
surrounding ccuntry, and thus deflect the 
drainage ta tlio northward and eastward.
